| California needs it for the sake of 
competition. The St. Paul Dispatch 
is enthusiastic over the prospect of the

of Mr. Villard and his associates, a

© Northern Pacific main line.” 

The earnings of the road for June 
of this year were $631,342. For June 
Of last year, $412,024. Increase, 52 
per cent. For six months, ending 
June 30, (this year), the earnings were 
$2,586,041, against $1,299,234 for the 
like period of last year. Increase, 99 
percent. Tbis is magnificent. 

We have reason to believe that not 
only will this great northern line be 
put through to Puget Sound, but that 
ultimately it will have rail or steamer 
connections all the way down the 
coast, even to Los Angeles. It isa 
known fact that the Pacific Coast 
Steamship line is now owned by the 
Villard interest, and also the San 
Luis Obispo and Santa Maria 
Valley Narrow-gage Ruilroad, now

and southward through the northern 
part of Santa Barbara county. This 
road will in all probability reach Santa 
‘Barbara Channel next year. In fact, we 
recently had it privately, from a very 
high authority, that it was contem-

“THE GOLDEN HOOF.”’ 

A late Census bulletin contains an 
important table giving the statistics, 
; derived from the returns of the tenth 
* census, of manufactures from wool in 
the United States during the year end- 
ed May 31, 1880. 

The number of establishments turn- 
ing out what are-classed as distinctive- 
ly “woolen goods” was 1990. Under 
this head are included blankets, cloths, 
cassimeres, doeskins, beavers, over- 
coatings} .diagonals, flannels, jeans, 
kerseys, linseys, repellants, satincts, 
tweeds, (not ‘‘Boss’’ Tweeds,) shawls, 
woolen yarn, etc., and rolls. Of the 
whole 1990 establishments, 570 were 
only carding mills. 

The number of establishments manu- 
facturing “carpets other than rag” 
was 195; felt goods, 26; worsted 
goods, 76; wool hats, 43; hosiery and 
Knit goods, (including woolen, cotton 
and mixed hosiery, and woolen, cotton 
and mixed knit-goods,) 354. The 
aggregate of “all classes of manufac- 
‘tures from wool” was 2684 establish- 
ments. | 

The capital invested was $159,644,- 
270; number of hands employed, 160,- 
998, of whom 75,334 were males over | 
sixteen; 66,505 females over fifteen, 
and 19,159 youths. The whole amount 
paidin wages was $47,180,618. | 

The weight, (as received at the 
mills,) of wool consumed was: Foreign, 
78,200,698 pounds; domestic, 222,991,- 
531 pounds—aggregate, 296,192,229 
pounds. The weight after scouring 
for cards was 171,880,831 pounds, 
showing a loss of.a little over 58 per 
cent. 

The value of wool manufactured 
was $97,681,604. Value of all ma- 
terials used, $164,114,799. Value of 
products, $267,699,604. 

These figures show in a striking 
manner the enormous proportions 
which the woolen manuiacturing in- 
‘dustry has attained in the United 
‘States. It has been just eighty years

THE GREAT NORTHWEST. 


Whata Cincinnati Paper Thinks of 
the Pastures of the Future. 


A remarkable fact connected with 


the rapid development of our north- 


western territories is that the better 
we are made acquainted with them 
the more valuable do they prove to be 
for the uses and pursuits of civilized 
man: Vast areas which, not long 


since, were placed upon the map as 
arid deserts, bleak mouritains, or im- 
practicable wildernesses, are now trans- 
formed into fruitful fields, rich pastor- 
al ranges, or wide-spreading “mineral 
belts’’ of limitless wealth, all inviting 
the steady settler or daring adventurer 
to come in and possess them. Scaling 
the bad lands of Dakota, which for 
many years were the boundary of 
white settlements, and following the 
line of the Northern Pacific Railroad, a 
large portion of the great Territory of 
Wyoming is proven fertile and prac- 
ticable and profitable to the agricul- 
turist; and onward to Oregon and 
the Pacific are already seen the smoke 
of the settler’s camp and cottage fire 


in a blue line across the continent. 


As the Indians and the buffaloes re- 
cede, thousands of cattle and sheep, 
under the care of judicious owners and 
keepers, graze upon the richest pas- 
tures of the continent, and slake their 
thirst in the sparkling streams of Wyo- 
ming and Idaho, thriving even more 
vigorously than their progenitors did 
on the plains and prairies of Texas 
.and Kansas. Even across the border, 
the fabulous swamps ot Saskatchewan, 
on closer’ inspection and experiment, 
have been proven excellent sites for

for the slower going as well as for the 
adventurous and | enterprising. The 
question arises, were We wrong in our 
first conceits in regard to the proper- 
ties and capacities of thos@ vast re- 
gions, or have the elements at man’s 
service for subduing and occupying 
them become correspondingly more 
efficiert ? 

When we call to mind the state of 
things in this respect at the time Fre 
mont and Carson followed the buffalo 
tracks over the Rockies, or even when 
the Mormons made their hegira from 
_ Illinois to Deseret, andeompare them-

in preparing those great theaters for | 


the uses of men, and that, with the in- 
crease of the country’s wealth and pop- 
ulation, the inventive and indusirial 
capacities of our people have so rap- 
idly multiplied as to amplify. beyond 


- comparison their properties of adapta- 


tion and powers of accomplishment. 
Railroads, steam plows, and thrashers, 
artesian wells, engines for multiplying 
human an equine strength,discoveries of 
coal and the precious metals, subduing 
the savage tribes—these and other cir- 


‘ cumstances and causes have rendered 


it possible now for the star of empire 
“to take-its course’ over great acres 
where only a few years ago ‘it was 
heated and scorched.
